F. Zeibelle, of Monrovia, visited 
Sierra Madre on Wednesday and 
made a thorough survey of the 
work here, with the view of ap¬ 
plying the same rules of relief 
service in the neighboring city 

Hermosa Beach has also 
adopted the Sierra Madre system 

The clothes and shoes sent to 
local Relief Headquarters have 
been in great demand since the 
cold weather started. Many child¬ 
ren have been made comfortable 
who otherwise would have been 
shivering, according to the state¬ 
ment of Mrs. Beuhring, the execu¬ 
tive secretary. She said also that 
over thirty baskets of food were 
packed in the headquarters the 
day before Thanksgiving and de¬ 
livered to needy families by one 
of the city trucks that same 
night.

' Collapse of the Sturtevant Road 
bridge, Canyon Park, Wednesday 
afternoon, under the weight of a 
heavy truck and trailer, called a 
sudden halt to a project that con¬ 
templated using the new Canyon 
Park roads to haul heavy loads 
of decomposed granite from Cor¬ 
um’s Camp. 

The accident followed a visit 
of H. H. Wheeler, president of 
the Los Angeles Decomposed 
Granite Co., to City Manager 
Myers to ask for a permit. He 
had made an arrangement with 
Mrs. Cora B. Corum to clear a 
three-acre knoll,/ 

“I refused to take the responsi¬ 
bility of permitting the heavy 
hauling through the city, and told 
him he would have to get per¬ 
mission from the City Council,” 
said Business Manager Myers. 

A huge truck, with a trailer 
loaded with a gas engine arrived 
from Los Angeles early Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. The truck and 
trailer swung into Canyon Park 
and started to cross the bridge. 

The wooden bridge stood up 
under the truck, but when the 
heavy trailer boarded it the tim¬ 
bers began to creak and break 
and the trailer went through. 
Timbers eight by ten inches were 
shattered by the weight of the 
trailer, which lodged in the debris. 

Officials of the granite com¬ 
pany, after the accident, said they 
had a permit. “If they had a 
permit they must have got it 
from the county,” said the City 
Manager, “but that bridge is 
owned by the city.” 

Contractor Bingham said; "I 
gave no permission and would 
not give any such permission. The 
roads are still mine and until they 
are turned over to the city they 
cannot be used for that sort of 
traffic.” 

The new paving is not of a 
thicknes intended for heavy ve¬ 
hicles. -It was said that the 
\ granite company would replace 
the bridge at once.

Forum Hears Xmas Trees 
Dr Roman On To Dot Street 
Manchuria Down Town 


E. W. Camp Gives The News 
Impressions Of Wednes- 
day’s Discussion 

( Dr. Frederick W. Roman se¬ 
lected '‘Manchuria” for his sub¬ 
ject at the meeting fo the Forum 
on Wednesday night. The follow¬ 
in') is E. W. Camp's impressions 
of the discussion:) 

“News from Manchuria sends 
stocks up and down on Los An¬ 
geles Exchange. At last night’s 
Forum at the Woman’s Club. 
Manchuria was the subject. It is 
a sort of no-man’s-land, nominally 
governed by China. But ever 
since 1911, at least, China has 
been a welter of chaos, civil war, 
famine, flood, banditry and lately 
communism; and Manchuria has 
been more than ever left to 
chance. 

"Russia had some concessions 
there, before 1894. In that year 
China was forced to concede the 
province to Japan, but France, 
Germany and Russia said ’No’ 
and Japan had to give it back. 
Russia got rights there in 1896; 
in 1905 these passed to Japan and 
ever since Japan has been in¬ 
vesting heavily in Manchuria and 
strengthening her economic hold 

“The present flare-up began 
about the middle of September, 
very likely set off by rumors 
manufactured at Trtklo. Japan 
seems bent on repeating her 
record in Korea, by first setting 
up a government of Manchus in 
Manchuria, independent of China, 
then establishing a protectorate 
to save that government from 
China and then annexing the 
country. 

“The council of the League of 
Nations tries to stop Japan, the 
United States tries to stop Japan. 
Russia is too busy patching up 
her five year plan to give Japan 
any trouble; China tries to boy¬ 
cott Japan's goods; but Japan 
does not stop —not yet. For she’s 
doing what all the other nations 
do when they need more land and 
see a chance to get some."

Protests from many angles 
seem to have shelved the propo¬ 
sition to take over the shacks at 
Ross Balloon Field, Arcadia, for 
the housing of the unemployed. 
Mayor H. A. Link, of Arcadia, 
sent a letter of protest to Secre¬ 
tary of War Hurley, at Washing¬ 
ton, urging the demolition of the 
abandoned buildings, declaring 
they were an "eye sore to the 
city.” 

Seward C. Simon, executive di¬ 
rector of the Pasadena Com¬ 
munity Chest and of the Council 
of Social Agencies in Pasadena 
wrote a letter of protest to Su¬ 
pervisor Hugh A. Thatcher, who 
had asked the War Department 
for permission to use the Ross 
Field buildings. Mr. Simon said 
the Arcadia Field would be "the 
mecca of many thousands from 
all over the West,” cause demor¬ 
alization of the men themselves, 
and create a menace to all the 
towns adjacent to Arcadia.

T HE RULES of intensified 
farming are usually applied 
to the average home garden, 
and most every inch of soil is 
constantly being robbed of its fer¬ 
tility. For this reason it is quite 
necessary that considerable fer¬ 
tilizer be applied, not only in ad¬ 
vance of planting, but during the 
growing season, if best results are 
to be obtained. Western soils, ex¬ 
cept in the more humid regions, 
are usually devoid of humus, and 
this must be provided by arti¬ 
ficial means if necessary, to pre¬ 
pare the soil for the liberation 
of those elements that are es¬ 
sential for the healthy growth of 
plant life. 

Organic materials, such as 
straw, weeds, grass, clippings, 
discarded garden plants, etc., 
should be buried in the garden. 
Decomposing organic matter is 
known as humus. Humus has a 
number of very important roles 
to play in the soil. Humus separ¬ 
ates the soil particles, permitting 
a free circulation of air, which 
serves as a sponge to retain the 
moisture and makes the soil more 
pliable. 

One of the chief beenfits from 
the presence of humus in the soil 
is its influence to provide a con¬ 
genial home for bacteria. Fertile 
soil is a hive of industry—there 
are present bacteria, fungi and 
other microscopic plants and ani¬ 
mals in great number. These tiny 
beings play a most important 
part in the history of plant life, 
for they help to break down the 
elements of the soil and to bring 
about chemical changes releasing 
plant food elements for the use of 
plant life.

GARDEN HINTS 

Dust roses with dusting sulphur 
to prevent mildew. 

Sow wildflower seeds during 
the fall and winter rains. 

Spray deciduous fruit trees dur¬ 
ing winter for best results 
especially peaches, plums and 
apricots. 

For many reasons do not 
mound soil up around the tree 
trunks. 

Group planting is colorful and 
effective even in the small gar¬ 
den. 

Deep moisture encourages deep 
rooting. One thorough irrigation 
is better than several light ap¬ 
plications. 

Bury the autumn leaves to pro¬ 
vide humus. Do not burn them. 

Shades may be taken down 
now from your g avocado trees if 
they have made plenty of foliage 
this summer. 

It is safe to move deciduous 
trees and shrubs now in their 
bare roots. All evergreen plants 
should be "balled” or dug with 
a cake of dirt about their roots.

AVOCADO GROWERS 
GET MONEY FOR TAXES 


A total of $86,045.53 is being 
received as “extra dividends” by 
avocado growers for the 1931 sea¬ 
son, additional to pool payments 
and revolving fund credits, ac¬ 
cording to C. H. Young, treasurer 
of the Calavo Growers of Cali¬ 
fornia today. The final payment, 
amounting to $34,162.54 is being 
mailed this week in time to help 
defray the taxes of 816 calavo 
growers, many in this district.

SECTION 1: Section 7 of said 
Ordinance No. 342 of the City of 
Sierra Madre is changed and 
amended to read as follows: 
"Section 7. DEPOSIT OF RUB- 
RISH. ETC. ON THE STREETS: 
It is hereby declared to be a 
nuisance and it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion, to throw, deposit or place 
upon any street or alley in the 
City of Sierra Madre, any tin, 
sheet iron, broken glass, thorny 
clippings or branches, leaves, 
clothing, bottles, paper, night 
soil, rubbish, rind, skin or peel, 
or any fruit or vegetables, or ice, 
soap, salt, chemicals or any 
water containing any chemicals 
in solution in any unusual or in¬ 
jurious amount, or any foul or 
noisome substance, or to throw 
or deposit any paper upon any 
uninclosed space, either public 
or private, from which such pa¬ 
per may be blown upon any 
street or sidewalk.” 


SECTION 3: EFFECT OF OR¬ 
DINANCE. If any section, sub¬ 
section, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this ordinance is for any rea¬ 
son held to be unconstitutional, 
such decision shall not affect the 
validity of the remaining por¬ 
tions of this ordinance. The City 
Council hereby declares that it 
would have passed this ordinance 
and each section, subsection, sen¬ 
tence, clause and phrase thereof, 
irrespective of the fact that any 
one or more sections, sub-sections, 
sentences, clauses or phrases be 
declared unconstitutional.

(A > The word "Street" as used 
in this Ordinance shall be deemed 
to mean and shall include the 
whole or any portion of any pub¬ 
lic highway, road, street, avenue, 
boulevard, lane, alley, court, place 
or any public way or right of way 
in the City of Sierra Madre. 


(B) The word "Improvement" 
in all of its variants as used in 
this Ordinance shall mean: grad¬ 
ing or regrading, paving or re¬ 
paving, macadamizing or rema¬ 
cadamizing, graveling or re¬ 
graveling, oiling or reoiling, sew¬ 
ering or resewering, sidewalking 
or residewalking, curbing or re¬ 
curbing, guttering, or reguttering, 
lighting or relighting, or the con¬ 
struction, reconstruction or re¬ 
pair of culverts, conduits, cross¬ 
walks, steps, parking or park¬ 
ways, or for the repair of any 
street as herein defined. 


(C) The words “City Engin¬ 
eer” as used in this .ordinance 
shall mean the City Engineer and 
or Superintendent of Streets of 
the City of Sierra Madre. 

(D) The term "Incidental Ex¬ 
penses" as used in this ordinance 
shall include the expenses and 
disbursements necessarily incur¬ 
red in connection with the mak¬ 
ing of an improvement as pro¬ 
vided by this ordinance and the 
cost of making the assessment 
therefor, and shall include all ex¬ 
penses necessarily incurred by the 
City in connection with the pro¬ 
posed improvement for maps, dia¬ 
grams, plans, surveys and the 
publication, posting and mailing 
of any notices and other matter 
incident thereto.

SECTION 8,b. It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to' post, print, stick, 
stamp, tack or otherwise affix, 
or cause the same to be done by 
any other person, firm or cor¬ 
poration, any notice, placard, 
bill, card, poster, sticker, banner, 
tin sign, painted advertisement, 
advertisement or other device 
calculated to attract the atten¬ 
tion of the public to or upon any 
public sidewalk, cross walk, curb, 
curbstone, lamp post, hydrant, 
tree, railroad, trestle, electric 
light or power, telephone, tele¬ 
graph or trolley-wire pole, or 
upon any fixture of the fire 
alarm, police or telegraph sys¬ 
tems or lighting system of the 
City of Sierra Madre. 


(E) The term "Public Proper¬ 
ty” as used in this ordinance 
shall mean any lot, piece or par¬ 
cel of land used in the exercise 
of a public function belonging to 
the United States of America, 
State of California, or any county, 
city, public agent, mandatory of 
the government, public school 
board or public educational insti¬ 
tution. 


SECTION 4. CITY MAY PAY 
PORTION: The City Council 

may also in its discretion declare 
in said resolution of intention 
that the City shall pay a percent¬ 
age of the expense of such im¬ 
provement, or that the City shall 
pay an amount thereupon' to De 
fixed in said Resolution, or that 
the assessment against all of the 
property to be benefited by such 
improvement shall be limited to 
an amount to be fixed in said 
resolution, and that the City shall 
pay the remainder of the expense 
of such improvement. 

SECTION 5. PUBLIC PROP¬ 
ERTY : Whenever any public 
property shall front or abut upon 
the proposed work or improve¬ 
ment, or be included within the 
district declared by the City Coun¬ 
cil in its resolution of intention 
to be the district to be assessed 
to pay the costs and expenses 
thereof, the City Council may in 
its resolution of intention declare 
that such public property, or any 
part or parcel thereof, shall be 
omitted from the assessment 
thereafter to be made to cover 
the costs and expenses of said 
improvement. 

SECTION 6. NOTICE OF IM¬ 
PROVEMENT: (a) The reso¬ 

lution of intention referred to in 
Section 2 hereof shall be pub¬ 
lished once in some newspaper 
of general circulation, published 
and circulated in the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. An affidavit of the 
proprietor, foreman or the clerk 
of the newspaper publishing said 
resolution of intention showing 
publication of the notice of said 
resolution of intention as provided 
in this section shall be filed with 
the City Clerk. 

(b) Upon the adoption of said 
resolution of intention the City 
Engineer shall thereupon cause 
to be conspicuously posted along 
all streets and parts of streets 
where work is to be done or im¬ 
provement made, not more than 
300 feet apart and not less than 
three (3) in all, notices of the 
passage of said resolution of in¬ 
tention. When an assessment dis¬ 
trict is established in said reso¬ 
lution of intention such notices 
shall also be conspicuously posted 
along the streets within said dis¬ 
trict not more than 300 feet in 
distance apart and not less than 
three (3) in all. Said notices 
shall be headed "Notices of Im¬ 
provement" in letters not less 
than one (1) inch in height, and 
shall in legible characters state 
the fact of the passage of said 
resolution, the date of its ap¬ 
proval, the character of the im¬ 
provement proposed, and shall re¬ 
fer to said resolution for further 
particulars. Said notices shall also 
contain a statement of the time 
and place when written protests 
to the proposed improvement may 
be filed with the City Clerk and 
the day, hour and place said pro¬ 
tests will be hoard by the City 
Council as stated in the resolution 
of intention. In every case all 
posting shall be completed at 
least ten (10) days before the 
date set for hearing protests. 


SECTION 7. HEARING OF 
PROTESTS. At any time not 
later than the time set for hear¬ 
ing objections to the proposed im¬ 
provement, as provided in the 
resolution of intention, the own¬ 
er of any real property abutting 
on that portion or portions of the 
street or streets to be improved, 
or in case the cost and expense 
of such improvement is to be as¬ 
sessed upon a district, the owner 
of any property in said district 
may file with the City Clerk, ad¬ 
dressed to the City Council, a 
written protest respecting such 
improvement, describing the prop¬ 
erty owned by him in said assess¬ 
ment district. At the time set for 
hearing protests or at the time 
to which the hearing of protests 
may be continued, the City Coun¬ 
cil shall hear such protest or pro¬ 
tests and pass upon the same, and 
its decision thereon shall be final 
and conclusive, provided, however, 
that when the protest is against 
the proposed improvement and 
the cost thereof is to be assessed 
upon the property fronting there¬ 
on, and the City Council finds 
that such protest is made by the 
owners of a majority of the 
property fronting on the proposed 
improvement, or when the pro¬ 
test is against the proposed im- 
provment, and the cost thereof is 
to be assessed upon the property 
within the assessment district, 
and the City Council finds that 
such protest or protests are made 
by the owners of more than one- 
half of the area to be assessed 
for said improvement, no further 
proceeding shall be taken for a 
period of six (6) months from the 
date of the decision of the City 
Council on such protest or pro¬ 
tests, unless such protest or pro¬ 
tests be overruled by an affirma¬ 
tive vote of four-fifths of the 
members of the City Council. 


No error in the name of the 
property owner and no error in 
the description of the property 
shall affect the validity of the 
lien provided for in this ordi¬ 
nance, provided that the descrip¬ 
tion is such that the property re¬ 
ferred to may be identified there¬ 
from. 


SECTION 8. MAKING THE 
IMPROVEMENT: If no written 
protest has been delivered to the 
City Clerk up to the hour for 
hearing the protests provided in 
the resolution of intention, or 
upon the overruling of any pro¬ 
test or protests filed, the City 
Council may by resolution, order 
such improvement and direct the 
City Engineer to make such im¬ 
provement and the City Clerk 
shall deliver a copy of such order 
to the City Engineer who shall 
forthwith commence and proceed 
diligently with and complete such 
improvement without unnecessary 
delay and substantially in ac¬ 
cordance with the specifications 
therefor. 


SECTION 11. NOTICE OF 
ASSESSMENT: (a) When the 
entries in said assessment roll 
respecting any street have been 
made by the City Engineer as 
provided herein, he shall cause 
to be published twice in some 
newspaper of general circulation, 
published and circulated in the 
City of Sierra Madre, a statement 
of the time when the City Council 
will hear protests or objections 
thereto, which time shall be with¬ 
in thirty (30) days after the date 
of the first publication of said 
notice. Said notice shall require 
all persons interested to file with 
the City Clerk their objections 
in writing, if any they have, to 
the confirmation of said assess¬ 
ment at any time prior to the 
time fixed in said notice for 
hearing said protests. 

(b) The City Engineer shall 
immediately upon the publication 
of the notice required by Sec¬ 
tion 11 (a) hereof mail, postage 
prepaid, to each property owner 
or reputed owners of property to 
be assesesd for said improvement, 
at his last known address as the 
same appears on the Assessment 
Roll of the City of Sierra Madre, 
or as known by the City Engin¬ 
eer, or when no address so ap¬ 
pears or is known, to the General 
Delivery, a postal card containing 
a notice which shall be in the 
following or substantially the 
following form:

SECTION 9. MAKING THE 
ASSESSMENT: Upon the com¬ 
pletion of the improvement the 
City Engineer shall compute the 
cost and incidental expenses 
thereof and shall deduct there¬ 
from any per cent or amount or 
the portion thereof which the 
City Council in its resolution of 
intention may have declared that 
the City shall pay, and shall as¬ 
sess the remainder against the 
several parcels of property front¬ 
ing or abutting on the street or 
parts of streets, along such im¬ 
provement, or in cases in which 
the cost and expenses of such 
improvement shall have been 
chargeable upon a district, then 
against the property in such dis¬ 
trict, all in proportion to the 
benefits received from such im¬ 
provements by the several par¬ 
cels of property. The amount of 
each assessment shall become a 
lien against the parcel of property 
so assessed as of the date of its 
confirmation by the City Coun¬ 
cil as hereinafter provided, and 
shall thereupon become due and 
payable to the City of Sierra 
Madre. All assessments so made 
against public property not omit¬ 
ted from the assessment as pro¬ 
vided in section 5 hereof, and the 
percentage or amount or portion, 
if any, which the City Council

each lot or portion thereof as¬ 
sessed as such ownership appears 
on the Assessment Roll of the 
City of Sierra Madre, or as 
known to the City Engineer, and 
the date of said assessment. There 
shall be appended to said assess¬ 
ment roll a certificate of the Citv 
Engineer that said assessment 
roll show’s in detail the item of 
costs and expenses of making 
such improvement. There shall 
be attached to said assessment 
roll a diagram delineating each 
street on which any work has 
been done, showing the relative 
location of each lot or portion 
thereof, numbered to correspond 
with the number of the assess¬ 
ments. Said assessment roll shall 
also provide space to show the 
penalties for delinquency in the 
payment of the assessment, the 


SECTION 12. OBJECTIONS 
TO ASSESSMENTS: Any prop¬ 
erty owner affected under this 
qrdinance, feeling aggrieved by 
the act or determination of said 
City Engineer or said City Coun¬ 
cil relating to said improvement, 
or w’ho may claim that said im¬ 
provement was not made in a 
workmanlike manner, or having 
any objections to the correctness 
or legality of the entries in said 
assessment roll, may in writing, 
at any time prior to the time for 
hearing protests stated in the no¬ 
tice provided for in Section 11 
(a) hereof, make and file with 
the City Clerk his objections or 
protests. At the time so fixed 
for protests the City Engineer 
shall present to the City Council 
said assessment roll and the en¬ 
tries therein pertaining to said 
assessment roll. The City Coun¬ 
cil at said time shall consider 
anv and all objections or protests 
which may have been duly filed. 
Thereupon or at a time to which 
the matter may be adjourned, 
the City Council may remedy or 
correct any error or informality in 
the proceedings and revise and 
correct any of the acts and de¬ 
terminations of said City’ Engin¬ 
eer or any other officer of the 
City relating to said improvement, 
and may confirm, amend, set 
aside, alter, modify or correct 
said changes entered in said as¬ 
sessment roll in such manner as 
it shall deem just and equitable. 
The decision and determination 
of the City Council in such mat¬ 
ters shall be final and conclusive 
upon all persons entitled to ob¬ 
ject or protest under the pro- 
i visions of this ordinance. 


SECTION 15. NOTICES — 
FAILURE TO GIVE AND RE¬ 
CEIVE: Failure of the City En¬ 
gineer to mail any of the notices 
required by this ordinance or the 
failure of the property owner to 
receive the same or the failure 
of the City Engineer to post any 
of the notices as required by this 
ordinance shall in no wise affect 
the validity of the proceedings or 
prevent the City Council from ac¬ 
quiring jurisdictions to order the 
work or from affirming the as¬ 
sessment. The City Council may 
in its discretion require affida¬ 
vits to be filed with the City 
Clerk showing the posting and 
mailing of any notices required 
by this ordinance before it orders 
the work to be done or the as¬ 
sessment affirmed. 


SECTION 16. The City Engin¬ 
eer shall on the first day of July 
of each and every year add a 
penalty of five (5) per cent, to 
the amount of each delinquent 
assessment unpaid on said date, 
provided such assessment has 
been delinquent and unpaid for 
a period of at least tw’elve (12) 
months and has already had im¬ 
posed and added thereto the costs 
and penalties prescribed in Sec¬ 
tion 13 hereof: and thereupon 
he shall deliver to the City Clerk 
w’ho in turn shall deliver to the 
County Assessor the assessment 
roll together with an abstract 
of the entries in said assessment 
roll herein provided to be kept. 
Such abstract shall show each 
and every delinquent assessment 
together with the costs and pen¬ 
alties, the property affected and 
the amount charged there against. 

The amount of such charge and 
penalties shall be a lien against 
the respective property charged 
therewith of the same character 
and effect, and shall be collected 
in the same manner and at the 
same time as City taxes, between 
the 15th day of November of 
each and every year and the 
date upon which taxes become 
payable. Such charge or charges 
and penalties shall bear the same 
costs and penalties that delin¬ 
quent taxes bear, as provided 
for in the Codes and General Laws 
of the State of California. 


SECTION 13. (a) RECORD¬ 

ING ASSESSMENT — NOTICE 
TO PAY — DELINQUENCY: 
Upon confirmation of said assess¬ 
ment the City Engineer shall re¬ 
cord said roll in a suitable record 
book and shall give notice by 
publication once in some news¬ 
paper of general circulation, pub¬ 
lished and circulated in the City 
of Sierra Madre, that said as¬ 
sessment has been confirmed, and 
that all sums assessed in said 
assessment roll pursuant to this 
ordinance are due and payable 
immediately, and that the pay¬ 
ment of said sum or sums is 
to be made to the City Engineer 
within forty-five (45) days after 
the date of the first publication, 
which date shall be stated in said 
notice. Said notice shall also con¬ 
tain a statement that all assess¬ 
ments not paid before the expira¬ 
tion of said forty-five (45) days 
will become delinquent and that 
from and after the date of said 
delinquency all assessments shall 
bear interest at the rate of six 
(6) per cent, per annum, for a 
period not to exceed twelve (121 
months, and upon the expiration 
of said twelve months following 
the date of delinquency a penalty 
of ten (10) per cent of the as¬ 
sessment will be imposed and 
added thereto. 


SECTION 17. EFFECT OF 
ORDINANCE: If any section, 

sub-section, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this ordinance is for 
any reason held to be uncon¬ 
stitutional, such decision shall 
not affect the validity’ of the re¬ 
maining portions of this ordi¬ 
nance. The City Council hereby 
declares that it would have passed 
this ordinance and each section, 
sub-section, sentence, clause and 
phrase thereof, irrespective of the 
fact that any one or more sec- 
t i o n s, sub-sections, sentences, 
clauses or phrases be declared un¬ 
constitutional. 


SECTION 18. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this ordinance and cause the same 
to be published once in some 
newspaper of general circulation, 
published and circulated in the 
City of Sierra Madre and there¬ 
upon and thereafter the same 
shall be in full force and effect.
